BRUNSWICK, Ga., July 26.— 
(P)—The lighthouse which once 
protected shipping passing along 
Sapeloe island off the Georgia coast 
soon will be guiding vessels travel- 
ing the Great Lakes. 

The light, the tower that housed 
it and other equipment have been 
dismantled and shipped in two 
freight cars to Grand Haven, Mich., 
where it will be rebuilt and placed 
in service. Since the tower was 
built of steel columns, instead of 
brick, it was possible to dismantle 
it for transportation to Michigan. 

The Sapeloe Island light was dis- 
continued about a year ago, when it 
was deemed no longer necessary for 
the guidance of ships along the 
Georgia coast.

ROME, July 26.—(#/) — Premier 
Mussolini today sent 48,000 troops, | 
fully equipped for war-time service, 
to the Austrian frontier. 

A high foreign office official said 
the move constitutes an affirmation, 
directed at Germany, that Italy will 
not permit interference with the do- 
mestie affairs of Austria. 

The troops—four divisions of 12,- 
S00 men each—were moved into po- 
sitions on the Brenner pass and the 
Carinthian pass from the _ nearest 
army posts, and were ready for rapid 
military action in case the situation 
demands it. 

However, the government _ stated 
that no further steps are likely to 
be taken in view of improved condi- 
tions in Austria.

Principal developments in 
Austrian situation: 

Civil warfare with an estimated 
toll of some 300 lives, has broken 
out in southern Austria. 

Prince Ernst Von Starhemberg, 
fascist heimwehr leader, as head 
of the Austrian government in place 
of the slain Chancellor Dollfuss, 
sought to quench the uprising with 
the full force of heimwehbr and fed- 
eral troops. 

With artillery and 
blazing away in Austria, Premier 
Mussolini sent 48,000 soldiers to 
the border with orders to be ready 
for any eventuality. 

His action was said by high Ital- 
ian officials to be an affirmation to 
Germany that Italy is ready to pro- 
tect Austrian independence. Forty- 
eight planes were also dispatched to 
the border.

Atlantans Thursday crowded city 
hall corridors and 683 persons added 
their names to registration lists, as 
former Alderman J. Allen Couch quali- 
fied for alderman from the fifth ward, 
and Sam Cohen entered formally as 
a candidate for council from the tenth 
ward,

total to 17,736 registrants with but 
12 registering hours remaining for 
potential voters to become qualified 
to cast ballots in the September 26 
primary.

J. Henson Tatum, city clerk and 
registrar, Thursday again warned 
those who have registered to be cer- 
tain that state and county poll taxes 
amounting to $1 a year have been 
paid. Those who have failed to pay 
the poll taxes due cannot vote in the 
primary and they will have no oppor- 
tunity to rectify the neglect after the 
books close. 

Lists To Be Checked. 

Every name will be checked against 
county records and none who have 
failed to pay the taxes required, 
namely poll taxes, will be allowed to 
cast ballots,

MARKED MAN SLAYS 
YOUNG CED, SEL 


MIAMI, Fla., July 26.—(P)—A 21- 
year-old Kentucky normal school 
co-ed, Mary Elizabeth Stephens, was 
shot to death in her home here today 
by a 40-year-old bus driver, Lawrence 
— Bridges, who then killed him- 
self. ' 

The slaying and suicide climaxed 
more than a year of effort by Miss 
Stephens to break off relations with 
Bridges after she discovered he was 
not the single man she first believed, 
but instead was married and the fa- 
ther of two children, one a girl 19 
years old. 

The double death also came on the 
heels of a threat attributed by his 
widow, Arvella, to. the bus driver, 
and said to have been uttered during 
an automobile ride last night by the 
two women and Bridges. 

“Tf 1 can’t have her, then we'll 
go to hell together,” he was quoted 
by Mrs. Bridges as. saving as both 
women sought to talk him into re- 
turning to a normal domestic status. 

The infatuation apparently started 
about a year ago, investigators were 
told, as the girl was a frequent pas- 
senger on Bridges’ bus as she came 
and went from her home in Miami 
shores, a suburb on the northern out- 
skirts of Miami. 

After Miss Stephens’ discovery, both 

women co-operated in attempting to 
end the affair, and this strange friend- 
ship continued in an exchange of let- 
ters by the wife and girl after Miss 
Stephens left here to attend Western 
Kentucky Normal school at Bowling 
reen. 
Both Mrs. Bridges and her daugh- 
ter, Ethlyn, told the investigators of 
the domestic tangle, and the girl 
said: 

“You can’t blame Mary. she did 
what she could to. straighten tlris 
out.

TEXTILE LABOR SURVEY 
LAUNCHED BY COFFE 


Report of Conditions in 
Southeast To Be Given 
National Board. 


Co-operating with the national la- 
bor board in its investigation of the 
entire textile labor situation, Frank 
EH. Coffee, secretary of the regignal 
labor board here, is making a survey 
of the textile labor situation in the 
southeast. ’ 

While his survey includes the tex- 
tile mills, it primarily affects related 
textile industries over which the board 
has supervision. He will forward. his 
survey to the national board. 

The national investigation was 
brought about because of labor dis- 
putes in various southern mills, in- 
cluding Alabama, where 15,000 tex- 
tile workers are on strike. 

Coffee’s investigation is not with 
a view of intervening in any strike but 
for the general purpose of supplying 
information. His board has jurisdic- 
tion only over hosiery and knitting 
mills. 

Chairman Lloyd Garrison, of the 
national board, revealed that for the 
present at least the Alabama and 
other strikes remain in the hands of 
the cotton and textile industrial labor 
board, although the regional labor 
board survey might indicate some sort 
of action by the national board. 

The Atlanta regional board Thurs- 
day recommended that the Trenton 
Mills, Inc., of Trenton, Tenn., re- 
instate Ralph Knox, discharged em- 
ploye, by August 1 or find him em- 
ployment in another mill. 

Knox complained to the board that 
he had been discharged in violation 
of the NRA’s collective bargaining 
clause. ‘The board's decision quoted 
the company'as saying “he was en- 
deavoring to create a_ strike-walkout 
for higher wages and his foreman 
let him go.”

Colorful Peacetime Mili- 
tary Demonstration Is 
Staged for President. 


HONOLULU, July 26.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt sat with thou- 
sands of other spectators this after- 
noon in the stands on the windswept 
plateau of Schofield barracks, and re- 
viewed 15.000 officers and men of the 
United States army in what army offi- 
cers said was the most impressive 


peacetime military demonstration in 
the history of the United States.

field, the largest post in the nation.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Juiy 26.—(/) 
A contract covering purchase of the 
Tennessee Public Service. Company 
electric properties in Knoxville and 
East Tennessee was approved by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, David 
E. Lilienthal, director in charge of 
power, announced tonight.” 

The contract has been signed by 
the power company. It does not in- 
clude the noxville street railway 
system. 

Actual transfer of the properties 
is contingent upon bondholders turn- 
ing in their bonds at the issue price 
before August 21. A _ provision is

THE AUSTRIAN CRISIS. 


Another European war is not a 
remote probability, and if it comes 
the blame will again rest upon a 
German ruler. This time it will 
not be a representative of the Ho- 
henzollern family, but the Austrian 
paperhanger who became a dicta- 
tor. 

Not satisfied with his success in 
Germany, Hitler’s ambition sought 
to bring Austria under his domina- 
tion, and for a long period his 
nazi organization has plotted and 
schemed to overthrow the Austrian 
government. : 

The assassination of Chancellor 
Dolifuss by pro-German Austrian 
nazis has brought the nefarious plot 
to a climax, and with Italy massing 
troops along the Austrian border, 
and Great Britain ordering Germany 
to keep “hands off,’ Hitler is al- 

*=peady ‘‘crawfishing” and disclaiming 
responsibility for the killing of Aus- 
tria’s chancellor. 

Arrangements had been made for 
members of the assassination group 
to be passed across the border into 
Germany, but swift action on the 
part of officials of the Austrian 
army put a stop to that, and with 
Prince Von Starhemberg chosen as 
the new chancellor, the chances are 
that the ring leaders of the nazi 
plot will soon face a firing squad. 

The German frontier has been | 
blocked to prevent German nazis 
swarming across the border, and in 
several provinces AusStrian troops 
have put nazi forces to rout. % 

With Anton Rintelen, Hitler's 
thief aid in Austria and the man 
who was scheduled to succeed Doll- 
fuss, a suicide, Austrian officials 
hope to squelch the nazi uprising, 
but, if thev fail, Mussolini is ready 
to throw over 50,000 soldiers into 
the conflict to insure the independ- 
ence of Austria. 

It is a well-known fact that Mus- 
solini and Hitler did not part as the 
best of friends after their recent 
conference, and if Italian troops are 
sent to the aid of Austria against 
the nazis it will be up to Hitler to 
decide whether to back his Aus- 


Stitutions of the city could take 
care of no more. ;

It will not be safe to tear it up, 
throw it into the gutter, or just 
forget it, for the other end of that 
blue ticket has been turned into 
police headquarters, duly noted and 
passed on to a judge of the traffic 
court, 

No use to hunt the officer who 
attached the blue tag to your auto 
—he cannot do anything for you, 
no matter how sweetly you talk, or 
what arguments you may have to 
present. Likewise, the chief can- 
not do anything for you, and word 
has gone out that even your city 
council representative will say: 
‘Sorry, old chap, but I can’t help 
you.” 

In other words, violators of At- 
lanta’s traffic regulations will have 
to pay the penalty assessed in the 
traffic court in accordance with the 
ordinance regarding the offense.

Duck hunters will welcome the 


migratory fowl-hunting stamps au- 
thorized by the act which became 
effective July 4.

The relief comes. none too 
soon as the wild ducks of North 
America are reduced in numbers to 
an extent that is alarming.

Fascism and 
Christianity. 

Reading in St. Thomas of Aquino 
the other day I saw there this sen- 
tence: “A tyrant can b® overthrown 
without blame.” But St. Thomas’ 
predecessor, John of Salisbury, went 
further still and stated that a subject 
who did not seek to overthrow a ty- 
rant shared in the sin of a tyrannical 
regime. Nor has subsequent Chris- 
tianity departed from this position. 
Justify fascism how you ‘will, the 
fact remains that it is the last and 
worst of idolatries, state worship. Be- 
ing an idolatry, a repudiation of al- 
most everything for which Christianity 
stands, being involved in the devalua- 
tion of personality, ‘and denying the 
separate dignity of the individual, it 
must naturally turn to its religious 
justification to sub-Christian religions. 

The deity may be nature, or the 
state, or a great cause, But it is never 
for long God. It is true that the 
precepts of the Gospel are not observ- 
ed in any country in the world, But 
only under dictatorships are they theo- 
retically repudiated, for there could be 


no worse repudiation than to sub- 
stitute the word state wherever Chris- 
tianity writes the word person. A 
small nazi boy was heard to say the 
other day: “I don’t like Christ any 
more; I Jike Wotan.” Poor child: 
But the sin is not his.

Human 
Dignity. 


The whole of Christian thinking 
starts from the dignity it envisages 
for each separate individual. It does 
not, of course, deny the present in- 
equality of attainments, but it does 
deny that this inequality constitutes 
an absolute, and it does affirm that 
each separate person is uniquely and 
absolutely valuable to God. Because 
Christianity is a life of fellowship and 
a creed which cannot be practiced in 
solitariness, it points to the state 
as a divine foundation—"'the powers 
that are ordained from God,” but it 
also lays down the essentially tem- 
porary nature of the state’s functions. 

There are occasions when God re- 
quires more obedience than man, by 
which is mean the state. The indi- 
vidual is immortal and the state is 
not. Human beings lived once in a 
state of primitive communism, then 
came the family and the tribe, feud- 
alisms and serfdom, but nobody will 
affirm today that these states of af- 
fairs were ordained by God. There 
was change, constant change and flux. 
Things were not always as they are 
today. Nothing is fixed. Because that 
is so, we may have another form of 
society tomorrow. This present so- 
ciety ean hardly carry away God's 
Christians, that is if Christianity is 
to be that yeast which permeates the 


whole loaf.

Fascism says in the words of Mus- 
solini, quoting Renan: “The princi- 
ple that society exists solely througb 
the well-being and the personal lib- 
erty of all the individuals of which 
it is composed does not appear to be 
conformable to the plans of nature 
in whose workings the race alone 
seems to be taken into: consideration. 
and the individual sacrificed to it.” 
Nor is this merely an unrealized prin- 
ciple.. It is the underlying principle 
of every goyernment which. is eursed 
with a dictatorship. But if that is 
a just account of the workings of na- 
ture, a great theologian wrote recent- 
ly. “I ean say that Christianity is 
opposed to it, root and branch.”

regret that John Dillinger could not 
turned over to Lewis E. Lawes, 
the. warden of Sing Sing, for under- 
standing and moral rehabilitation. The 
prison officials and police who did 
deal with the boy were a brutal lot. 
They only antagonized a_ sensitive 
youth, with no mother to guide him, 
and drove him to acts of mischief. 
Dillinger suffered from a _ disease 
called claustrophobia, which is a dread 
of confinement. The longer they kept 
him locked up the worse he felt about 
it. After one stretch of nine years 
in prison for beating up an old man 
while playing a game called rob-the- 
grocery-store, this dread became so 
pronounced that Dillinger was not 
himself any more. Thereafter when- 
ever he saw a policeman he was re- 
minded of the law. Whenever he saw 
the steel bars and iron-bound doors 


of a bank his thoughts returned to 
prison. In these moments he lost his 
poise, shot people, stole money and 
violated the traffic laws.

The intelligent person real- 
ized, with a sense of shame, that 
Dillinger himself was the one who 
had been wronged and that society 
was to blame.

Among its vie- 
tims is Owen Madden, of New York, 
who spent some time with Mr. Lawes 
in Sing Sing and came out a better 
man. Mr. Lawes’ sympathetic under- 
standing prepared him for a parole 
and an enviable success in the wildcat 
beer business in New York : during 
prohibition. Mr. Madden's brewery, 
on the lower west side of New York, 
produced the best beer to be had in 
the east. It was free of seaweed and 
marine insect life and was esteemed 
so well that when the government 
raided the plant and took it over, the 
court solemnly ordered the agents to 
sive it back, The agents had knocked 
in the door when they should have 
rung the bell. The agents also piped 
away some of Mr. Madden’s private 
property, to-wit, certain quantities of 
beer. There may yet be introduced in 
congress a bill to reimburse him for 
this vandalism. 

With a love of clean sport 
vated at the ball games aud 
khanas held on the Sing Sing cam- 
pus, Mr. Madden also became a man- 
ager of prize fighters. The memorable 
tour of Primo Carnera from east to 
coast, in the course of which many 
opponents collapsed as though they 
had been threatened with death, is in- 
scribed in the boxing guides as his 
contribution to pugilism. One oppo- 
nent, in fact, insisted that he had 
been threatened with death and Primo 
was suspended for life by the New 
York prize fight commission. He was 
reinstated soon afterward, however. 
James A. Farley, the  postmaster- 
general, then chairman of che prize 
fight commission, deemed it ‘infair’ to 
Mr. Madden to bar his fighters for 
long. Mr. Madden was trying to re- 
establish himself in society and Mr. 
Farley hadn’t the heart to deny him 
this chance.

“Largely due to the wrong ma jor | 
premise with which the west tries to | 
attack and argue out the Japanese | 
policy, not to clarify the situation, | 
but to satisfy its own thinking. 

“Such a major premise is that Ja- | 
pan, in spite of her pledges to the’ 


contrary, is first of all militaristic and | 
only in apologetic sense liberal. It is. 
largely from this point of view that | 
the west reviews the Japanese ac- 
tions and it naturally does not give 
credit to the liberal efforts. The re- 
cent Manchurian affairs, from such 
a point of view, are nothing but a 
perfect illustration of Japan mili- 
taristic, 


Japanese Policy. 


“The Japanese view, on the other 
hand, is based upon an altogether dif- 
ferent major premise. That premise 
is somewhat as follows: That Japan 
had completely reorientated her for- 
eign policy in line with the changing 
conditions of the world after’ the 
World War, and more especially as 
a result of the Washington confer- 
ence. from militarism, based on war 
system, to internationalism, based 
upon peaceful co-operation. 


“This reorientation was most mark- 
ed in Japan’s’ relationship with 
China, as witness the supremacy of 
the so-called Shidehara diplomacy un- 
der which the Sino-Japanese relations 
were sustained, with only brief in- 
tervals, from the Washington confer- 
ence to September, 1931. This poli- 
ey collapsed fecause China, instead 
of appreciating the change, _inter- 
preted it as a sign of weakness on 
the part of Japan and began to take 
advantage of it, resulting in a whole- 
sale violation of Japan’s legal rights 
in Chin, which course reached a cli- 
max in September, 1931, with China's

neuvers, 

“It is not militarism in Japan 
which provoked the Manchurian af- 
fairs, as is so largely believed in the 
west. Rather. it was the failure of. 
the liberal policy vis-a-vis China's! 
growing attitude of defiance that) 
made military interference necessary 
to protect the lives and property of | 
the Japanese people in Manchuria. In 
that light, it was a perfect case of 
emergency. | 

“Behind this drama on the far east- | 
ern horizon the already stated west- | 
ern major premise worked in myste- 
rious way in helping China in her | 
rather haughty and non-co-operative | 
attitude toward Japan, instead of en- | 
couraging China to go halfway to-| 
ward Sino-Japanese co-operation.

“For the same reason that the 
believes that its view is correct, the 
Japanese people with equal convic- 
tion beli ve that Japan is right in her 
views and actions. The Japanese peo- 
ple earnestly believe that the troubles 
of the far east can be definitely and 
permanently solved with equal justice 
to all, if only the west can become 
entirely unselfish and at heart try 
to see Japan’s point of view. 
“All this is said, not so much in 
justification of Japan's policy. and 
action, as in indicating the need of 
the appreciation of the Japanese point

of view in interpretation. 


“The western point of view necessi- 
tates the conclusion that Japan is 
militaristic simply beeause its major 
premise is that Japan is militaristic. 
It is increasingly diffieult to under- 
stand why the west cannot at least 


_try to understand the Japanese view 


without that major premise. 

Accusing Own Sins. 

"Why can’t the west read the his- 
torical backgfound more correctly in 
the light of far eastern reality? Why 
must the west accuse its own sins 
and make Japan the scapegoat of the 
whole situation?” 

This bewilderment, expressed in 
terms easily understandable to the 
American mind—it is far more intri- 
cate a matter to the Japanese mind 
—is one of the most disturbing fea- 
tures of the internal situation in 
Japan. 

It is a serious handieap to the ef- 
forts of the liberals, among whom are 
undoubtedly the majority of ontstand- 
ing public and business leaders of 
Japan, and strengthens the hands of 
the militarists. No wonder that under 
such a condition the thoughts of the 
conservative and constructive Japan- 
ese leaders turn with increasing anx- 
iety and desire to Washington. 

Six Points. 

In the view of the able and pa- 
triotic Japanese with whom this inter- 
view was held, there are five ways in 
which the west can better existing 
world conditions, as they are affected 
by the situation in the far east. All 
bearing upon the viewing of Japan's 
policy in a truer light, they are as 
follows: 

(1) The proper consideration of the 
historical background of the far east- 
ern situation—the 1931 affair, for in- 
stance, being not an isolated incident, 
but a climax. 

(2) A better appreciation of the re- 
orientation of Japan’s foreign policy 
after the World War. especially the 
true working of the Shidehara policy 
and its difficulties. 

(3) China’s anti-foreign movement 
——-the divided China trying to make 
her foreign policy the scapegoat of 
her domestic difficulties. 

(4) The emergency action in an 
emergency case—such, for instance, as 
the basis of Japan's claim of acting 
in self-defense in the Manchurian and 
Shanghai fighting in 1931.

(6) The appreciation of the orient- 
al psychology, especially the Chinese 
psychology“and the Japanese psycho- 


| logy, in the light of far eastern real- 


ity. 
From Oriental Viewpoint. — 
In other words, the seeing of orient- 


'al conditions, problems and policies 


from the oriental, rather ‘than the 
western, standpoint. 

Certainly there is much to be said 
in defense of the justice and fairness 
of this position of the Japanese— 
which is emphasized by the fact that 
many western nationals, both in gov- 
ernmental service and private business 
in the far east, firmly believe that 
if their nations were to endeavor to 
really understand the intricacies of 
far eastern conditions the existing 
problems would be comparatively easy 
of solution.

Both Herring and J. W. Mailey 
testified at the committee hearing that 
Bowden was drinking, while Patrol- 
man J. E. Tate, one of the investigat- 
ing officers asserted sitively that 
Bowden was not drinking and that 
there was no odor of liquor on him. 
Mailey asserted that he became in- 
terested in the case when he saw 
that “Alderman Bowden and Brown 
were putting considerable pressure on 
Herring with a view of disclaiming 
any responsibility to damage done 
Herring’s car.” 

Bowden was not present at the 
hearing, but previously had stated 
that he was not drinking, and that 
he did not leave the scene of the acci- 
dent as was first reported.

If anyone can prove I 
had any kind of intoxieant at the time 
of the accident, I'll give them my home 
as I offered to do when the case was 
tried in recorder’s court. 

“This is a serious charge to make

GILLIAM ASSAILS 
STATE PROnI LAW 


Candidate for Governor 
at Americus Says Bone 
Dry Law Is‘Fraud,Sham’ 


AMERICUS, Ga.. July 26.—~(P)— 
Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, of Atlanta, 
declared in a campaign speech bere 
today that he wou d immediately re- 
tire from the race if he could be 
shown “a man in Georgia who has 
quit drinking liquor because of the 
prohibition law, or a county, city or 
town in Georgia where a man with the 
price cannot buy a drink if he wants 
one.’ 

“Bone dry prohibition in Georgia 
is a fraud and a sham.” he said. “It 
has not reduced drinking and it has 
not promoted temperance and _ sob- 
riety.’ 

Mr. Gilliam said that Judge Claude 
Pittman, of Cartersville, has gradual- 
ly adopted his platform. 

“Tt has been said that ‘consistency 
is the vice of little minds,” Mr. 
Gilliam said, “and by reversing that 
formula we find that Judge Pittman 
is a man of large mind and broad 
vision. Recognizing a good platform 
when he sees one, he proceeds to adopt 
it, even though it was put forward by 
one of his opponents. 

“A few days ago Judge Pittman 
adopted that portion of my platform 
declaring in favor of a unified and 


uniform school system for Georgia, al- 
though in so doing he was serupulous- 
ly careful to avoid any definite com- | 
mitment as to how he proposed to 
raise the revenue to accomplish unifi- | 
cation and uniformity. 

“I propose to raise the revenue by 
means of a retail sales tax and by the 
state taking over entirely the operat- 
ing cost of every common school in 
Georgia, which at one stroke will en- 
able the counties and municipalities 
to cut their property tax rates at least 
30 per cent. 

“Tf Judge Pittman favors a unified 
and uniform system of common school 
education, why does he not offer a 
suggestion as to some revenue meas- 
ures whereby the most desirable ob- 
jective can be arrived at? His ad- 
vocacy of equal educational opportuni- 
ties for every boy and girl in Geor- 
gia, put forward in general terms, is 
about the same as saying ‘down with 
the boll weevil and on with good 
roads.’ 

“After adopting my platform in ref- 
erence to a unified and uniform school 
system, Judge Pittman next adopted 
that portion of my platform in favor 
of adequate taxation of motor carriers 
for hire. But here again he fails to 
commit himself to anything definite 
in the way of a taxation proposal.” 

After his speech here Mr. Gilliam 
left for Dawson where he spoke this 
afternoon. He announced he will 
speak at Svlvester tomorrow morning 
and at Ashburn tomorrow afternoon.

HITLER S BLAMED 
BY AUSTRIAN OFFICIAL 


Propaganda Chief ‘Charges 
Regime in Germany With 
Supporting Move for 
Putsch. 


NEW YORK, July 26.—(/)—Colo- 
nel Walter Adam. Austrian propagan- 
da chief, in a radio address from Vi- 
enna. today charged the regime of 
Adolf Hitler in the reich with sup- 
porting the nazis of AustriA in their 
putsch that brought the assassination 
of Chancellor Dollfuss. 

Adam, whose address was rebroad- 
east in the United States over the 
NBC network, said the putsch of the 
nazis “was isolated and met with al- 
most unanimous indignation and ex- 
asperation on the part of the popu- 
lace.” 

Diseussing how Dollfuss was killed, 
Adam said: | 

‘The leader of the band walked up| 
to the chancellor and with his pistol 
leveled at a short distance, took two 
shots. The chancellor was hit in the 
neck and below the shoulder. He 
turned to one side and then fell on 
his back on the floor. Then he be- 
came unconscious and his blood flowed 
out on the carpet.

Visitors Entertained 


One of the things in which women 
are vitally interested today is the 
abolition of war as a means of set- 
tling disputes between nations, and I 
feel that this is. particularly a.ques- 
tion which is up to the women. 


Over and over again have | sat and 
listened to men talking since the close 
of the World War, and almost in- 
variably they will voice the sentiment 
that it would be a fine thing if we 
never again needed to resort to war, 
but that human nature is so made 
that men will always feel that they 
must fight. This seems to be the in- 
stinctive reaction of most men. 

Il find amongst many of the men 
who actually fought in the last war a 
very distinct feeling of the futility 
and waste and a real horror’of the 
cruelty and filth, coupled sometimes 
with a firm decision that nothing will 
again drag them into the trenches of 
modern warfare. In the younger gen- 
eration, however, there is still a lure 
in the martial music and flags flying 
and the mere adventure which any 
great risk holds for youth. 

The explanation, of course, is that 
when you are young, the _ blood 
courses hotly through your veins and 
though you may face the fact that 
death may be imminent at any mo- 
ment, you never really believe it. The 
process of slow detachment from life 
has not yet begun and that is why 
there will always be young men ready 
to fill up the ranks of the fighting 
forces of war. 

As I see it, there are two things 
which women must do. One is to cre- 
ate a will to peace in all things and 
the other is to make adventurous 
some other things in life besides war. 
The will to peace will have to start 
with women and they will have to 
want peace sufficiently to be crusad- 
ers on the subject. 

Joan of Arc, who was only a sim- 


ple péasant girl, had a vision of how 
she could lead her country through 
victorious war to freedom. The wom- 
en of today must have a vision of 
how to lead the world to peace. 

Those of us who remember the 
World War, who are old enough to 
realize how it came about and then 
to see something of the results in 
human suffering, remember many of 
the catch words with which youth 
went to the slaughter. It was a “war 
to end war,” a “war to preserve de- 
mocracy” and here 15 years later in 
the far east the yellow races are 
fighting each other, we are building 
more ships, not because we want to 
fight, but because we are afraid not 
to live up.to our neighbors’ strength. 

Europe is alive with rumors of war 
and there has been blood shed for one 
reason or another in many places. 
The world is apparently sitting con- 
stantly on high-explosives and cannot 
be changed. When advocates of war 
want to be more scientific they say 
it is one way for removing from the 
face of the earth the surplus popula- 
tion. Well, I can think of more hu- 
mane ways of doing this if the the- 
ory is true. 

I much prefer to choose my own 
way of leaving this world to having 
it chosen for me by some foreign na- 
tion’s machines of war. 

We are also told that all of life 
is based in nature on the principle of 
constant struggle and survival of the 
fittest. But the world is evolving new 
ideas and we find that the policy of 
a free-for-all struggle such as was the 
rule in the past, is no longer as sat- 
isfactory as it used to be even in 
business, and perhaps we are going 
to find that this is true all along the 
line.

In this deal the South cards were 
played by Jack Weisman, of New 
York city, one of the younger gen- 
eration of excellent card players. West 
opened the queen of hearts and South 
trumped the second round of the suit. 
It was evident that the club suit must 
be established, and if a trick must be 
lost to the queen, it had best be 
given up before trumps were led. 
South therefore cashed the ace of clubs 
and when East dropped the blank 
queen, declarer was faced with a pret- 


ty problem. 

With West marked for a club stop- 
it was useless to take out 
suit inasmuch as this play 
continuation at the time West gained 
the lead with his club stopper. Even 
though the king of diamonds would un- 
doubtedly provide the South hand a 
re-entry—East’s bid apparently mark- 
ing him with the diamond ace—de- 
clarer would lose too many tricks by 
this process, 

South studied the hand as a double 
dummy problem in ‘which all that was 
known of the adverse hands was 
West’s club stopper and East's dia- 
mond ace. He ‘solved the problem in 
this clever manner: 

South cashed the ace and queen of 
trumps, leaving one trump at large. 
He then led a small club to the jack. 
East trumped and could do no better 
than to lead a top heart, forcing out 
South’s last trump. But declarer, by 
his foresight in allowing the adverse 
trump to win, had retained in dummy 
the vital twe trumps necessary for his 
plan. North was now able to ruff 
Ahe fourth lead of clubs, finally es- 
tablishing the suit, and a diamond 
lead toward the king assured eventual 
re-entry to South’s fifth club at a 
time when the North hand still held 
a trump to stop the adverse heart 
suit. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Weis- 
man after the hand that the object 
in cashing the two trumps from the 
South hand and leaving North with 
the spade king and ten was as fol- 
lows: 

If it develops that West has four 
trumps to the jack, the contract can 
still be made if West also holds a 
third heart. In this event South will 
continue with the king of clubs and a 
club lead to North’s jack, and will 
then be assured of winning three 
tricks in clubs, one in diamonds, four 
trump tricks in the South hand (since 
South can not be prevented from get- 
ting another heart ruff) and the last 
two trumps in dummy by automatic 
pick-up, making in all the ten tricks 
necessary for the four-spade contract.

Head Coach Ted Cox was impressed 
with Watson's play as a freshman as 
well as his work in the last spring 
practice. He gave promise of becom- 
ing one of the south’s best backs, with 
his. fine running, passing and kick- 
ing, along with excellent defensive
